Figures recently published show that for the year ending 
June 30, 1914, (he sura paid out in pensions was less t b n n that paid 
the previous year by £2.000,000. 
How long it will he until the last pen- 


sion necessitated by the Civil war has been cleared up may he estimated, 
from the fset that there arc still on (he pension roils 170 widows of 
(be veterans of the war of 1812, and S93 survivors and 4899 widows of 
veterans of the Mexican war. 


A commentator in estimating the amount paid out in pensions since 


the Civil T.-ar, and as a direct result of that war, declares: 
"The total 


amount paid out in pensions since the close of the Civil war is enough 
to have made rich even' man who ever held slaves in the country if caoli 
one of these slaves bad been redeemed." In round numbers this amount 
is $4,761,450,399.50—an amount which the mind cannot grasp. The total 
•rill be far greater before tho last of tho Civil war pensions will have been 
paid. When the cost of the Civil war was estimated, it is probable that 
this enormous pension toll was either not reckoned or was underestimated. 
It should be- s warning to those who are snb.ject to fits of jingoism when- 
ever there is any talk of international misunderstandings between this 
country and any other nation. 


The United States pays the pensions necessitated by past services 


oi her soldier-citizens without complaining, hut thcro is a disposition to 
Investigate applications more fully than formerly. 
It is a healthy sign 


tbat any requests for pensions made to congress are now weighed care- 
fully before being granted. 
The economic side of tho question is not 


sacrificed to the sentimental. 
The greatest caution is necessary if the 


public is not to stand for this indirect taxation indefinitely. 


In state politics, loo, the evils of pension abuse ha-vc grown to an 


enormous proportion, and the legislature shows signs of returning sanity. 
During many past sessions all kinds of petty pension claims have been 
sent in—many of them preposterous in their brazen presumption. 
Men 


in the prime of life who had always drawn a liberal salary have suddenly 
decided to retire and have expressed a. desire that the public should 
support them in easo for the remainder of their days. 
While it is 


eminently fitting Ihnl a public servant who has suffered injury in the 
discharge of his duty, or the family of a public servant who died 
prematurely should receive aid, many pensions are not justified, in the 
slightest. 
The granting of pensions is a matter on which the sanest 


judgment and the most impartial justice, should be exercised.

in government circles that the sum paid annually will steadily dcclin 
henceforth. 
Although prediction of a decline has been made many time 


in the past, congress has passed legislation which has sent the pension 
total soaring. Figures recently published show that for the year eudin: 
Jane 30, 1914, the sum paid out in pensions was less than that paic 
the previous year by $2,000,000. How long it will be until the last pen- 
sion necessitated by the Civil war has been cleared up mny be. estimate; 
from the fact that there are still on the. pension rolls 370 widows of 
the veterans of fho war of 1812. and S!)3 survivors and 4G99 widows of 
veterans of the iferican ivnr. 


A commentator in estimating the amount paid out in pensions smcfi 


the Civil war, and as a direct result of thnt war, declares: 
"The total 


amount paid out in pensions since the close of the Civil war is enough 
to have made rich every man who ever held slaves in the country if each 
one of these slaves had been redeemed." Jn round numbers this amount 
is $4,761,450,399.50—an amount which the mind cannot grasp. The total 
will be far greater before the. last of the Civil war pensions will have been 
paid. When the cost of tho Civil war was estimated, it is probable that 
this enormous pension toll was cither not reckoned or was underestimated. 
It should be a warning to those who are subject to fits of jingoism when- 
ever there is any talk of international misunderstandings between this 
country and an}' other nation.

This is the fleet that sank tho Euglish cruisers Good Hope and Moiimouth nnd for which already 


many warships of the allies arc reported to be hunting. 
It seems almost certain that another big nn'val battle 


will. take, place at nny time, fov it is not thought possible that the German ships can long escape their pur- 
suers. This fleet consists of the Gneisenau nnd Scharnhorst, sister ships; Leipzig and Bremen, also sister 
skips, and tlio-Nuruberg. After tho buttle off Chile, in which the two English ships were, sunk, the Scharn- 
horsi-, 'Qncisennn and Nurnborg steamed into Valparaiso for .provisions and left on Nov. 4. They have not been 
heard of since. 
The Leipzig and Dresden, also in the Pacific, appeared at Valparaiso a week later for the 


same purpose and.then left.
